SHOWDOWN DUE

Municipal, state and popular atten- 
tion is expected to crystalize in the 
next 24 hours on Ch'cago’s transpor- 
tation legislation. 

Fifty amendments have thus far 
been prepared for the five bills which 
underlie the plan to reconstruct Chi- 
cago’s transit lines. All of these have 
been produced out of the general de- 
mand for safeguards proper to the 
public welfare. : 

Sponsors of the bills are still hope- 
ful and their spokesmen predict favor- 
able results. They predict the house 
committee amendments will be pigeon- 
holed and the companies will then get 
exactly what they want. 
| On the senate side Senator Richzrd 
J. Barr of ‘Joliet was in full charge of 
the bills when they were passed. Iie

Council Meets Today. 

The city council is to hold a special 
meeting this morning at 10 o'clock 
to express its opinion on amendments 
urged by Ald.

Due from Committee Tomorrow. 

The bills are scheduled. to emerge 
from the committee on municipalities 
tomorrow. Perhaps a meeting will be 
held tonight, but it is more probable 
it will be held tomorrow afternoon. 
The first three bills, Senate Nos. 436, 
437 and 438, referring to subway con- 
struction, eliminating of.20 year limita- 
tion on street railway franchises and 
permitting the indeterminate permit, 
have received 19 amendments. 

The remaining two bills, Senate Nos. 
489 and 4:0, relating to consolidation 
of transit agencies and public super- 
vision of the combined corporation, are 
yet to be considered. Twenty-one 
amendments are pending for them. 


PERMIT BILL CHANGES | 


The indeterminate permit bill of the 
transit legislation has been so changed, 
worked over and remodeled that its 
sponsors hardly know it. Samuel In- 
gull, its father; Leonard A. Busby, its 
godfather, and Henry A. Blair, its step- 
father, barely recognize the revamped 
product turned out by the house com- 
mittee on municipalities. Even its 
nurse, former Attorney General Pat- 
rick J. Lucey, who is in constant at- 
tendance on the measure at Spring- 
field, shies away from the child. 

Minus the title and enacting clause, 
the bill, as drafted by the companies 
and as amended by the companies in 
the senate covered 56 typewritten 
lines.

“The Psalmist sang, ‘The days of 
our years are three score years and 
ten,’ the commissioner said, but the 
Lord has given us a new mark to shoot 
at; witness the 6th chapter of Genesis: 
‘And the Lord said, “ My ‘spirit shall 
not always strive with man, for he is 
also flesh; yet his days shall be an 
hundred and twenty years.”’ 

“History shows progress towards 
that goal. In the 17th century a new 
born child had an even chance of liv- 
ing 34 years; by the 18th century ex- 
pectation of life had increased to 39 
years. In the United States, expecta- 
tion by 1901 had gone up to 50 years. 
By 1920 five more years had been 
tacked on, and now in Chicago a new 
born baby has an even chance of living
